total topped the four-foot mark. 


The word was out early. 


Residents generally stayed off 
roads and streets, and road 
crews got out immediately and 
many worked through the night 
So clear virtually all roads. 


The snows stopped falling in 


the Fox Cities before midnight.

Midcontinent Storm 


Nationally, the midcontinent 


storm left 15-foot snowdrifts and 
today aimed its icy and snow- 
laden punch at the Northeastern 
interior region. Storms in Tex- 
as, Oklahoma, Kansas, Missouri 
and Nebraska left 17 dead. 


The forecast for the valley 


through Friday is above freez- 
ing temperatures — which are 
above normal — and little 
chance of additional precipita- 
tion, according to the U. S. 
Weather Bureau at Green Bay. 


Monday's snowfall brought the 


Fox Cities' seasonal total to 48.2 
inches compared with 35.5 for 
all of last winter. The snowfall 
still is .far below the 1961-62 
snowfall of 66.1 inches, 1958-59 
fall of 75.7 and the 1928-29 
record fall of 93.5. 


Recent Rain 


However, this winter's precip- 


itation includes over an inch of 
rainfall last Friday and Satur- 
day, and if converted to a 
snowfall equivalent, it would 
add about a foot to the total.

Glen King in the current issue 
of a national magazine. 


"But at the present time, 


given the knowledge we do 
have, it would seem to me 
risky to follow Dr. (Linus) 
Pauling's advice," Dr. King 
added. A d i s t i n g u i s h e d 
chemist and nutritionist, Dr. 
King was a member of tfae 
team that isolated vitamin C 
in 1932. 


Referring to Dr. Pauling 


and his recent book, "Vittmin 
C and the Common Cold," Dr. 
King asserted: "The Nobel 
Prizewinning chemist offers a 
prescription to prevent the 
common cold: a daily dosage 
of one to five grams of 
vitamin C. And if a cold 
should develop, he suggests an 
increased dosage, up to 10 or 
15 grams a day. He make* 
these recommendations 
with 


no reservations, maintaining 
that these huge doses are 
completely safe." 


"Many responsible scientists 


feel that Dr. Pauling's evi- 
dence doesn't prove his point. 
I agree with them, and with 
the FDA which goes further, 
maintaining that vitamin C in 
massive d o s e s may be 
dangerous." 


"Ascorbic acid (vitamin C) 


is on the FDA's list of 
substances generally regarded 
as safe. However, the FDA 
modified the listing with a 
warning: too much ascorbic 
acid can cause severe diar- 
rhea.

Bishop's Woods 
Plaguing Catholics

BROOKFIELD (AP) — A 180- 


acre site described by some as 
the closest thing to nature in 
highly urbanized southeastern 
Wisconsin is becoming a thorn 
in the side of the Catholic 
Church. 


The church, which is feeling

Woods and sell it for $2 5 mil- 
lion to pay off debts. 


Environmentalists, who claim 


it would be a "sin" to develop 
the tract, want the church to 
keep the site as woodland and 
meadow and accept closer to $1 
million for it. 


"I feel strongly that money is 


doing the dictating, not con- 
sideration of man and his fu- 
ture," said Charles Stackpole, a 
Catholic who leads the forces to 
keep the land as it is. 


"It's a question of ethics You 


have the overriding rule of the 
church—betterment of all man 
Everyone agrees that the best 
use of that land is for park po- 
tential. 


Motives Questioned 


"I sincerely question the mo- 


tives of the archbishop of Mil- 
waukee—that he will not in- 
struct his people to consider the 
good of the entire community 
instead of the almighty dollar."

Bigger Profits 


Stackpole questions whether 


development of the land would 
even result in a bigger profit 
for the archdiocese after it pays 
for planning, public relations, 
streets, sewers, water and oth- 
er costs. 


And those favoring preserva- 


tion of the site claim federal 
funds already alloted to Wiscon- 
sin are available to pay 50 per 
cent of the woods' price, and 25 
per cent could be paid by state 
funds from the Outdoor Recrea- 
tion Act Program (ORAP).

The Fox Cities was plagued 


by a granddaddy of a storm 
just 49 years ago on Washing- 
ten's real birthday anniver- 
sary. 


Ask any oldtimer of Apple- 


ton, Neenah, Menasha and all 
along the Fox Valley and he'll 
tell you a personal experience 
or two about the sudden sleet 
storm that struck the Valley 
and isolated it for three long 
days. 


Burdened with ice, power 


poles snapped 
like 
match- 


sticks, strewing a network of 
live wires across highways, 
streets and yards. Hundreds 
of trees came crashing down 
with the high winds of that 
first night. 


Unlike Monday's storm with 


its. sno-clogged streets and 
highways, that sleet started 
suddenly and never stopped. 
The cities and villages in 1922 
were littered from one end to 
the 
o t h e r 
with broken 


branches. Even whole trees 
were uprooted from the frozen 
ground. 


Crashes in the Night 


"Crash 
after 
crash 
was 


heard throughout the night as 
big boughs, ice coated, snap- 
ped under the surging of the 
wind," reported the Appleton 
Postirescent for Thursday, 
Feb. 23. "Lawrence campus 
and City Park look like lum- 
bering camps." 


The N e e n a h News-Times 


came out in abbreviated form 
because of power failure in 
the Twin Cities. "You will 
surely appreciate this little 
messenger when you know it 
required strenuous application 
of foot and hand power to 
accomplish this much for our 
readers," the editor stated in 
the miniature newspaper of 
four pages with two columns 
of print on each side.

Ice soon sheathed the rails

By midnight the first night of 
the storm trolley service had 
stopped. Street lights failed 
and many homes were with- 


out electric light. 


More than 100 telephone 


poles were down between Ap- 
pleton and Neenah that first 
day. By Thursday, 300 more 
were reported down between 
Appleton and Green Bay. One 
telephone crew, w o r k i n g 
round the clock, took a bob- 
sled and team but had to quit 
because the horses kept fall- 
ing down on the 
slippery 


roads. When they abondoned 
the sled and took to their feet, 
walking the five miles back to 
town, they reported that not a 
single pole was left standing 
on one four-mile stretch. 


Call for Volunteers 


The call went out for every 


available team and man in 
Appleton. 
W o r k i n g with 


shovels 
and 
axes, citizens 


worked alongside street de- 
partment personnel, off-duty 
policemen and firemen. They 
hacked open passageways for 
fire calls. They cut low hang- 
ing wires wherever necessary. 


These men worked in shifts 


around the clock, focusing 
their attention on emergency 
points such as the hospital, 
the police and fire depart- 
ments, doctors' offices and 
public service buildings. 


When the fire alarm system 


went out on Thursday, the 
Appleton Post-Crescent pub- 
lished an appeal to all citizens 
on its front page. "Turn on 
your porch lights," stated the 
newspaper, ''especially if your 
street lights are out." This 


was a city wide appeal for 
every citizen to "help the city 
in an effort to prevent death 
or accident from the live 
wires 
and street 
obstruc- 


tions." Readers were told to 
use their telephones in case of 
fire; "go to the nearest one in 
your neighborhood if yours is 
not working," said the paper. 


Train Wreck 


Three 
men were injured 


when a very late, double- 
engined southbound train de- 
railed near Little Chute. The 
train had been shortened pur- 
posely and serviced with the 
extra engine in order to buck 
the storm, but when a frozen 
switch was hit, the engines 
were hurled into a deep ditch. 


Three Appleton radio hams

"listening in" on broadcasts

There were no trains into 


town. There was no mail from 
the outside woHd.

From the Outside World; Rain 
and Sleet Storm Breaks Down 
All Wires." 


Situation in Headlines 


The next day brought a new 


banner, describing the train 
derailment and proclaiming: 
"Heavy Loss in City's Worst 
Storm." 


On Friday, the banner mes- 


sage was that "City's Isola- 
tion May End Saturday; Peo- 
ple Exhibit Patience in Battle 
Against Ice." 


But it was earlier that the 


isolation was broken. At 7 
p.m. Friday, Feb. 24, the first 
locomotive 
tooted 
its way 


loudly into Appleton Junction, 
making a joyful sound as it 
steamed into town. It was like 
a holiday rush on that Friday. 
Post Office delivery trucks 
were loaded with 16 pouches 
of first class mail and 30 
bulging bags of parcels and 
newspapers. 


"Storm P l i g h t Ends as 


Trains Move," proclaimed the 
front page of Saturday, Feb.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The mother of Sirhan B. 
Sirhan says her son is like 
"an animal in a cage" in his 
isolation on San Quentin pris- 
on'? Death Row. 


"Whenever I go up there I 


go with one broken heart. But 
when I go out from what I see 
I have six hearts broken," 
said Mary Sirhan. 


The mother of the convicted 


killer of Sen. Robert F. Ken- 
nedy told of her feelings in a 
radio interview. 


"It's hard for anybody, even 


for an animal, to be alone," 
she said. 


Sirhan, 26, has been kept 


isolated from fellow death row 
prisoners since he entered San 
Quentin May 22, 1969. 


Fear of Killing 


Isolation was ordered be- 


cause of fear that another 
inmate would attack nun, as a 
prison official put it, "to get 
into the history books." 


"It's so hard for a person to 


be this way," Mrs. Sirhan 
said. 


"You know how we treat an 


animal. If we don't pet him, 
talk to him and show him a 
lot of love, we know what he 
will be like. 


"And 
it's the same with a 


human being. He's not any 
more than an animal in a 
cage," the mother declared. 


Mrs. Sirhan said she is 


allowed to talk with her son 
for an hour or more each 
time she travels from Los 
Angeles to see him in a 
visiting room. 


"It's a very small room," 


she related. 


"I go in and I kiss him, you 


know, as a mother. We sit 
here at a table and he talks." 


Mrs. Sirhan said her son 


had grown very thin and pale. 


"He doesn't see the .sun. He 


doesn't see the-air, he'doesn't 
see the light which God gives 
to every creature," she said. 


"It's not real life. He's-cut

Sleeping Pills May 
Worsen Insomnia 


STANFORD, Calif (AP) — A 


Stanford University researcher 
says insomniacs who try to 
solve their problem by popping 
sleeping pills actually could be 
making it worse. 


Sleeping pills can actually cut 


down on the amount of sleep 
and lead to an abnormal type ol 
sleep that may be harmful over 
tang periods, Dr. William C. De- 
ment, director of Stanford's 
Sleep Disorders Clinic, said in 
an interview. 


"People using a lot of sleeping 


pills end up sleeping badly," 
said Dement, who has studied 
sleep habits for 18 years. 


He said pill-poppers develop a 


tolerance for more and more 
pills — usually 
barbiturates 


which can bring on a drug 
abuse problem. 


Also, he said, the pills inter- 


fere with normal sleep process- 
es such as the brief dream peri- 
od that occurs normally about 
every 90 minutes and is accom- 
panied by rapid eye move- 
ments. Researchers refer to it 
asREM. 


Mental Changes 


Dement said he has found in 


experiments 
with 
volunteers 


that interference with REM 
sleep can cause mental changes 
as well as sleep abnormalities. 


"When suppressed, it comes 


back with tremendous force,' 
he said. "The person has night- 
mares, is overly intense, dis- 
plays excitability." 


He cautioned, however, that 


the use of pills should not be 
stopped suddenly. 


"Withdrawal never should be 


sudden, because nightmares, se- 
vere anxiety and even convul- 
sions could result," Dement 
said. 


Sleep Better 


"When the pill user Is finally 


slowly withdrawn and adjusted, 


be usually sleeps better than be- 
fore taking any pills," Demerit 
said. 


He told of one patient who 


used up to five barbiturate pith 
a day and slept an average «f 
five hours and 40 minutes. The 
number of pills was reduced 
over a period of weeks, and two 
weeks after the patient had 
stopped them entirely, he wai 
sleeping seven hours a night.

Why, 
he asked, 
should

ministerial offims be elected? Why 
should they not he chosen according to 
demonstrated merit, as are principal 
officers of most other levels of govern- 
ment including city officials of far 
greater importance and scores of other 
county and state functionaries of broad 
power and responsibility? 


Mr. McEssy was making a debater's 


point, but the question merits some 
attention, nevertheless. 


We would venture that no responsible 


politician of any political persuasion 
would 
willingly undertake a public 


debate with a qualified opponent on the 
merits of choosing a register of deeds 
according to his nominal affiliation with 
the Democratic or Republican party, or 
on the merits of electing the officer as a 
non-partisan. 


The debater in such a position would 


be hard put, indeed, to show that the 
filing of legal documenls has 
any 


relation to political philosophy, that the 
average voter has sufficient awareness 
of the experience or educational or other 
qualifications that relate to probable 
performance in the office, or that better 
candidates could not be recruited 
through the ordinary processes of 
civil service ordinance testing and 
selection. 


But we would be. more impressed 


with Mr. McEssy's argument if he now 


followed it up with a bill under his own 
signature proposing the elimination of 
these minor offices from the election 
ballot, thus to permit the voter to con- 
centrate on the numerous places that 
would remain for his consideration when 
he enters the \oting booth, and places of 
true importance in which philosophical 
convictions ha\c some relation to duties 
to be performed and powers to be he-Id.

Their 
motivation has been clarified, if that was 
needed, in the recent record vote at 
Madison that listed a substantial 
majority of the huge Democratic bloc of 
the house against the non-partisan bill. 
Democrats now occupy the majority 
position in Wisconsin and if they can 
recruit more courthouse slates, they will 
undoubtedly 
strengthen 
their 


organization. All of which is good 
politics. But is a country mile removed 
from the principles of good public ad- 
ministration. 


This U.N. Committee Does Work 


As many United Nations members 


continue to try to use that international 
organization for their own purposes it 
sometimes seems as if the U.N. has 
outlived its usefulness. But many of its 
agencies have quietly gone ahead with 
agreements that considerably increase 
the chances of peace and for better 
living throughout the world. 


The Conference of the Committee on 


Disarmament is one such agency. There 
has been a lot of publicity about Hie 
Strategic Arm Limitation Talks (SALT) 
between the United Slates and the Soviet 
Union and the effort there to iind ways to 
agreement on slowing the arms race and 
even cutting back on the weapons of 
mass destruction which both sides both 
have and are building. But while 
progress at SALT has been slow and 
deliberate, the CCD has moved ahead. 


There are actually 24 nations which 


have triken part in the conference over 
the last nine years.

world. 


Admittedly Ihe treaties do not bind all 


nations, not even all nuclear possessing 
nations. In addition to France, China has 
had no part of the conference and is 
unlikely to abide by its agreements at 
least for some time. But China is not >et 
in a position nf nuclear strength. The big 
push in developing the treaties has come 
irom the willingness of American and 
Russian leaders to go along. In a way 
perhaps, the CCD has provided a 
channel for both major nations to find 
\\ays around the hang-ups both have 
over trying to contain the expansion of 
nuclear weapons and power. The 
spotlight may be on SALT but more is 
being done at CCD. 


Treaties can be broken and the 


problem of inspection continues but not 
as serious since methods of satellite 
tracking and seismic reactions have 
been bolter dc\eloped. The important 
Ilimfi about the CCD is (hat agreements 
have been reached and (he longer they 
are in existence the less likely they are 
to be bioached.

However, we are not talking 


about "Fanny Hill." The 
problem is that the United

Where I daffer from most 


commentators is that I would

him alone. But clamp down on 
the entrepreneurs who are 
making fortunes selling the 
stuff. It is hardly a slate secret 
that

organizations throughout the 
nation have sponsored "stag 
.nights," though this is no 
precedent for advertising 
"skin flicks." 


Hypocrisy is Irrelevant 


What this all comes down to 


is my conviction that a society 
has the right to enforce cer- 
tain collective standards of 
decency. The fact that a 
certain amount of hypocrisy is 
involved is irrelevant. My 
father, who ran away to sea 
when he was 17, knew a 
number of dirty words. I knew 
he knew them (even though he 
never used them around the 
house), and he knew that I 
knew them. But God help me if 
I blurted one out in my 
mother's presence: zap! 
Hypocritical? Sure. But also 
civilued — one does not 
pollute speech in the presence 
of ladies.

saying, "You would ban the 
Bible or 'Lady Chatterley's 
I-over', " or some similar 
reductio ad absurdum.

Essential Facts Listed 


Perhaps the time is ap- 


propriate to relate the 
essential facts 
about a 


procedure, now nearly half a 
century old, that gives the 
Wisconsin electorate which 
puts men and women into 
public offices high and low the 
right to change its mind and to 
expel them before the end of 
their terms if they feel there is 
sufficient cause. 


The recall idea was one of 


the products of the reform 
movement that involved 
Wisconsin political leaders so 
deeply soon after the turn of 
the century. 


The first serious legislative 


proposals came about 1913 
when successors of "Old Bob" 
La Follette ruled. That first 


movement faltered, perhaps 
because the idea was so un- 
familiar and perhaps ap- 
peared 
radical. 
The 


legislature put a constitutional 
amendment on the ballot, but 
it was rejected by the elec- 
torate. 


Agitation continued during 


the succeeding decade and 
recall was finally approved by 
the legislature and ratified by 
a popular vote in 1927 during 
the administration of Gov. 
John J. Elaine, one of the 
chosen successors of the La 
Follette hierarchy. Much 
earlier a recall procedure was 
enacted for local government 
officials without benefit of 
constitutional revision. 


Requirements Stringent 


The essential fabric of the 


early statutes remains. The 
procedure is similiar to that 
required for a listing of names 
of candidates for office on the 
ballot in the first instance. The 
requirements for the recall 
petitions, 
however, 
are 


comparatively stringent 
which is doubtless the reason 
why so few recall attempts 
have been made and why 
successful recall elections are 
so rare. 


The requirement is for 


petitions equal to 25 percent of 
the vote for governor in the 
case of a statewide office and 
a proportionate ratio for 
lesser offices. Obviously an 
official must have offended 
deeply and his enemies must 
have a powerful motivation — 
not 
to 
mention 
ample 


resources — to collect such a 
high number of signatures. 
Yet reasonable men will 
probably agree that a lower 
number of signatures would 
subject officials to petty 
harassments and dangerously 
impede the orderly operation 
of public offices. 


McCarthy Case Recalled 
The most spectacular at- 


tempt to employ the recall law 
came in the early 1950s and 
was directed against the late 
Sen. Joseph McCarthy. The 
event was recent enough to 
inspire some surprise about 
the assertion that the public 
has "never heard of" the 
recall law. 


McCarthy had succeeded in 


creating more 
numerous 


enemies and more angrily 
determined foes than any 
American politician of his 
tone'and undoubtedly, more 
than any other figure in the 
history of Wisconsin politics. 
Organizers of the effort had 
support from all over the 
country and the world. But the 
drive for the necessary 
petitions failed by a con- 
siderable margin.
